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ABSTRACT: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide the light emitting lure 
of a simple 

structure for effectively gathering fish near a fishhook 
and realizing an 

excellent fishing result at the time of fishing at night 
and at the time of 

fishing the fish present in a deep and dark area. 

SOLUTION: A light guiding member 7 is arranged so as to 
make one end 4 face 

the midget lamp 303 of a light source part 3. Illumination 
light emitted by 

the midget lamp 303 is made incident from one end 4 of the 
light guiding member 

7, passed through the main column part of the light guiding 
member 7 and guided 

to the end faces 6 of respective branches 5. Then, it is 
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emitted from the end 

faces 6 to the outside and the light like the 
phosphorescence or reflected 

light of microorganisms and small insect kinds floating in 
water is emitted. 

The fishhook 9 at the tip of a top line 8 is guided by a 
guiding member 10 and 

arranged near the end faces of the respective branches 5 of 
such a light 
guiding member 7 . 
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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

The lure comprises a lamp (303) of a light source unit (3), 
arranged near one 

end (4) of a cylindrical light guiding member (7) . The 
light beam guided by 

the guiding member is projected by a set of radial 

projectors (5) provided on 

other end (6) of the guiding member. 

A string (8) whose one end is fixed to a hinge (21) of a 
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suspension ring (2) is 

passed through a guide member (10) and a fishing hook (9) 
is attached to other 

end of the string. A pair of holes (11) are drilled on the 
light guiding 

member to observe the string through light projected out 
through the holes. 

ADVANTAGE - Enables fishing during night. Provides simple 
fishing device which 
attracts fish, efficiently. 
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
